could not be procured.

The trouble began a week ago when 
conductors on tho Montgomery branch 
of the Santa Fe row! which runs from 
Somerville to Rayburn, refused to move 
trains w ith negro brakemen. 
I his 
created much dissatisfaction among the 
negro brakem en, which spread to all 
negro employes, and from there to the 
negroes generally around Somerville, a 
point where tho Montgomery branch 
intersects the m ain line. 
Conductor 
O’Brien was one of the officials who en­ 
tered into this agreement. 
Trouble ha* been brewing since aud 
culm inated last night in the shoot­ 
ing of Conductor O’Brien. 
Conductor 
O’Brien wa* seated at the lunch counter 
in Somerville when a negro appeared 
from the rear and shot him in the back. 
This seems to have been the signal for 
a general assault on all the railroad 
men in town by the negroes and a gen­ 
eral riot ensued. 
The railroad m en col­ 
lected and returned tho tiro. 
Thero was a general fight in which 
the white* of the town were pited 
against the blacks. 
The negroes were 
well prepared and things looked gloomy 
for awhile. 
For more than two hours the excite 
-meat was intense and it was not until 
the Brenham Pioneer signal corps and 
JOO citizens of Brenham reached there 
th at quiet was restored. 
The negroes 
then retired. 
No further trouble is ex­ 
pected. 
Conductor O ’Brien was carried to the 
Temple hospital. 
He is very seriously 
wounded, but from a hasty diagnosis, 
his wound is not thought to be fatal.

W ashington, Sept. 
24. — The part 
played by the battleship Texas in th# 
naval battle off Santiago July 8, 1898,in 
which the Spanish fleet under Admiral 
Ccrvera was sunk, was the hnsis of the 
greater part of M onday’s proceedings in 
the Schley naval court of inquiry. 
Of 
the four witnesser examined during the 
day, throe had been offidern on board 
tho Texas during the battle aud two of 
them were new witnesses. 
The*1' wore 
Commander George O. 
Heiluor, who 
was navigator on tho Texas and Com­ 
m ander Alex B. Bates, who was chief 
engineer on the battleship. Commander 
Harbor, executive officer and chief sur­ 
viving officer of the ship since the death 
of Captain Philip, was recalled, the 
fourth witness was Commander Seaton 
Schroedor, executive office of tho Mas­ 
sachusetts and now governor of the Is­ 
land of Guam. 
The testim ony several times during 
the day was som ewhat exciting and 
was especially so when Commander 
Hoi!nor described tho battle aud the 
part the battleship Texas had taken 
in it. 
He said w hoa the Brooklyn 
made its loop at the beginning of the 
battle it had passed across tho Texas ^ 
bow at a distance not to exceed IOO or ; 
150 yards and that at the command of 
Captain Philip, the Texas had been 
brought to a dead stop. 
Engineer Bates testified that the star 
board engines had been stopped and 
said he thought this also had happened 
to the port engines. 
Commander K en­ 
ner expressed the opinion that three 
minutes had been lost by this manoaver 
and that part of the m achinery was de­ 
ranged. 
He said he considered that the 
Texas was in great danger when the 
Brookly crossed her bow than at any 
other time during tho battle. 
On 
cross-examination, Commander 
Heilner adm itted having taken part in 
the preparation of the official navy de- ( 
partinent chart showing the position 
at different times of the ships w Ii AO Ii 
participated in the battle. 
He said ac­ 
cording to this chart tho two ships never 
were nearer than 600 yards from each 
other. 
But, he contended, tho chart 
was inaccurate, and he said he had only 
consented to it as a compromise. 
Commander Bates admitted that the 
log of the Texas contained no record of 
the signal to reverse the engines. 
Commander Schroder testified con­ 
cerning the coal supply of the Massa­ 
chusetts which he said would have been 
sufficient for a blockade of from 16 to 
90 days. 
Tho day closed with another animat­ 
ed controversy between counsel as to 
the policy of bringing Admiral Bamp- 
- son’s name into the trial.

— The part 
played by tho battleship Texas in the 
naval battle off Santiago July 8, ! SHS, in 
which the Spanish fleet uuder Admiral 
Cervora was sunk, was the basis of the 
greater part of Monday’s proceedings in 
tho Schley naval court of inquiry. 
Of 
the four witnesses examined during the 
day, throe had been ©Aiders on board 
the Texas during the battle and two of 
them were new witnesses. 
These were 
Commander Georgo 0 . 
Heilner, who 
was navigator on the Texas and Com­ 
mander Alex B. Bates, who was chief 
engineer on the battleship. Commander 
Barber, executive officer aud chief sur­ 
viving officer of the ship since the death 
of Captain Philip, was recalled, the 
fourth witness was Commander Seaton 
Schroeder, executive office of tho Mas­ 
sachusetts and now governor of the Is­ 
land of Guam. 
The testimony several times during 
the day was somewhat exciting and 
was especially so when Commander 
Heilner described the battle and the 
part the battleship Texas had taken 
in it. 
He said when tho Brooklyn 
made its loop at the beginning of the 
battle it had passed across the Texas 
bow- at a distance not to exceed IOO or 
150 yards and that at the command of 
Captain Philip, the Texas had been 
brought to a dead stop. 
Engineer Rates testified that the star­ 
board engines had been stopped and J 
said he thought this also had happened 
to the port engines.

But. he contended, the chart 
was inaccurate, and he said he had only 
consented to it as a compromise. 
Commander Bates admitted that the 
log of the Texas contained no record of 
the signal to reverse the engines. 
Commander Schroder testified con­ 
cerning the coal supply of the Massa­ 
chusetts whioh he said would have been 
sufficient for a blockade of from 16 to 
90 days. 
The day closed with another animat­ 
ed controversy between counsel as to 
the policy of bringing Admiral Samp­ 
son’s name into the trial.
